New York, Oct. 20.—[Special.}—Mrs. Em- 
meline Pankhurst, freed from Ellis island, 
was the chief guest tonight at a dinner of the 
Woman's Political union in the Aldine club, 
She made a speech after.the dinner and ex- 
pressed her elation over her release. 

The American people did it—it is their 
Ill.“ she said. What will the English 
say?” 


Freed With No Restrictions. 

Mre. Pankhurst landed on Manhattan 
island at 1 o'clock after President Wilson 
had taken a personal interest in her lawyer’s 
application in Washington for a reversal of 
the decision of the Ellis island special board 
of inquiry which on Saturday had taken her 
from the steamer La Provence and detained 
her at the island for deportation. 

Mrs. Pankhurst left Ellis island without 
having to sign any papers limiting her activ- 
ities in any way and without furnishing s 
bond or making any promises as to what she 
intends to do here or when she ig to leave 
again for England. 

A crowd near Battery wall greeted her en- 
thusiastically when she came ashore from the 
immigration boat to be taken in Mrs. O. H. P.

Asquith Hissed During Speech. 

Mrs. Pankhurst, at the end of the dinner, 
delivered an address that was received with 
much enthuslasm and cheers, with hisses 
thrown in when the name of Premier Asquith 
or Home Secretary McKenna was mentioned, 
cries of shame, shame „ „when Mrs. Pank- 
hurst told of prison experience of the mili- 
tants, and a hushed, intense interest when 
Mrs. Pankhurst told a story of a girl accused 
of murder, a judge who left the trial of the 
girl and was not heard of again until his 
body was found in a low resort—an instance 
she had used to some effect when addressing 
another English judge in later years. 

Mrs. Pankhurst began by saying that al- 
though her detention at Ellis island had had 
its unples nt features she was now more 
glad to greet her friends because of that 
incident inasmuch as what has happened 
in the last two days has done much to 
restore confidence in the success of demo- 
cratic institutions, a confidence concerning 
which there has been of late years a grow- 
ing doubt as to whether democracy means 
freedom.” 

Praises Another Martyr. 

„Let me tell you of something that hap- 
pened just today in London, in a suburb of 
London, rather, for the halls in the center 
of London have been closed to us.“ she con- 
tinued. “ So today at Knightsbridge, one of 
our suburbs, gathered a body of women who 
are fighting for our cause. And into this lit- 
tle meeting of English women was carried a 
stretcher upon which rested the wasted form 
of a slender girl, lying there at death's door. 

“ But so unquenchable is the spirit of Anna 
Kenney [prolonged applause], so unquench- 
able is the fighting spirit of that delicate girl 
lying there, just carried from her hunger- 
strike in prison, that she would attend that 
meeting so long as life remained. And while 
she lay there word came to her and to all her 
friends about her that I had been released 
from Ellis island. 


Ousting Would Not End Fight. 

“Tf the American nation had decided the 
quality of my ‘ moral turpitude’ [laughter] 
to be against me, and had ordered my de- 
portation, those women of Knightsbridge 
would have gone on fighting just the same, 
even if you and all the world had continued 
to fight against them and me. But think 
what it must have been to those women to 
learn that your far off American nation had 
shown itself able to understand the differ- 
ence between a breach of law done for the 
highest motives and a breach of the law 
prompted by selfish or baser motives. [Ap- 
plause.] 

“It is clear to me now that although your 


legislation is restricted legislation, liberty |, 


still lives here, and that in the great heart 
of the people there is justice.” 
Proud to Be Militant. 

Mrs. Pankhurst said she would reserve 
until her more publjc address tomorrow night 
at Madison Square garden any answers she 
might have to make against criticisms that 
may have been leveled against her here or

It is the instrument of a 
nge and sensational effort to extort money 
from Mr. and Mrs. Frederick M. Steele of 
851 Sheridan road, Highland Park. The facts 
in the mysterious blackmail scheme came to 
Ught yesterday, although the attempt was 
made a month and a half ago. So far the 
sender of the germ laden letter has obtained 
no money, but he has kept clear of the post- 
office inspectors. 

The letter—a special delivery parcel—was 
received by Mrs. Steele at the Steele resi- 
dence in Highland Park. It was delivered 
by a messenger from the Highland Park 
postoffice. 


Mrs. Steele Reads One Paragraph. 

Mrs. Steel tore open the letter and read only 
the first paragraph, according to a statement 
by Mr. Steele last night. That paragraph as 
near as it was remembered by Mr. Steele was 
as follows: 

The little package in this letter is filled 
with deadly germs. There is only one 
preventative and cure for the fever which 
will result in twenty-four hours, except the 
secret formula owned by the writer. You 
are now exposed and the treatment will be 
delivered by letter, if you deposit $25,000 
at the foot of the Logan monument in 
Grant Park. Leave the money at the east 
side at 6 o'clock in the morning. 

Mrs. Steele read no further. She denied 
the threat of deadly germs in the letter 
caused her to stop and throw the envelope 
aside, but she says she doesn't know what 
the rest of the letter contained. 


Calls Postal Authorities. 

She called the postoffice authorities at once 
and the letter with the germs were turned 
over to Inspector Genera! Stuart. No effort 
was made to plant a decoy package at the 
foot of the monument. 

The letter was written with a typewriter 
on plain white paper. According to Mr. 
Steele it was not the letter head of any buai- 
ness firm, and the envelope was a plain one, 
No name was signed, Mr. Steele said, and the 
only means of identification on the envelope 
wes the number used in recording special 
delivery letters. The postmark showed the

‘Committee of Fifteen Writes 


Emphatic “ War Note” 
to Harrison. 


REFUSES TO ANSWER. 


Clifford W. Barnes, chairman of the com- 
mittee of fifteen, wrote a war note” to 
Mayor Harrison yesterday that was pro- 
nounced the most emphatic demand for vice 
repression ever made upon him. 

“The people of Chicago have a right to 
know.“ read the closing paragraph, wheth- 
er they are really under the rule of an in- 
visible government which controls the city 
in the interests of commercialized vice, and 
whether you, their chief magistrate, intend 
to take proper action in regard to such mat- 
ters. 

These questions must surely be answered 
sometime and somehow.” 

Mayor Harrison said in the evening he had 
not received the letter. 


Mayor Will Not Reply. 

“Mr. Barnes makes a practice of sending 
his letters to the press before they reach my 
office,” hesaid. ‘ I shall not coniment on this 
one for that reason.“ 

The rest of Mr. Barnes’ communication fol- 
lows: 

“On Sept. 28 I wrote you in behalf of our 
committee, inclosing a list of eighty-eight 
disorderly placea, and asked you specifically 
why Ed Weiss and several other notorious 
resortkeepers were allowed to openly defy the 
law, while others, less objectionable, were 
driven out. I requested a reply to my in- 
quiry, but your only utterance regarding it 
appeared in a press statement, in which you 
seemed to insinuate that our committee had 
ulterior motives in publishing the list sub- 
mitted.

Shay, Progressive, of Streator, was third, 
but with a vote which exceeded the expecta- 
tions of ordinary careful politicians and 
sufficient to defeat Puterbaugh and elect 
Craig.

Resent Presentation of Papers 


Day After Huerta Assumed 
Dictatorship. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—While there 


was no change in either the status of af- 


fairs at Mexico City or the American pol- 
icy, an international phase of the Mexican 
situation that attracted wide attention to- 
night was the formal injuiry made today 
by Ambassador Page at London as to what 
was construed here as an unsympathetic 


attitude toward the United States by Sir 


Lionel Carden, the British minister to Mex- 
ico. 

It is understood that the basis of the in- 
quiry was a confidential report to the state 
department, the contents of which were not 
divulged. 


Presented Papers to Dictator. 

It is known, however, that what particular- 
ly displeased both President Wilson and Sec- 
retary Bryan was the presentation by Sir 
Lionel of his credentials to Provisional Presi- 
dent Huerta the very day after the latter had 
proclaimed himself dictator. 

The American government felt that Huer- 
ta s nullification of the Mexican constitution 
not only by his arrest of the deputies but by 
his assumption of legislative powers had so 
altered affairs in the Mexican capital that 
the British minister mig) t well have with- 
held his presentation of credentials. 

Inquiry was directed to determine whether 
the British foreign office had instructed Sir 
Lionel to present his credentials notwith- 
standing Huerta’s assumption of powers. 

The explanation of the British foreign 
office noted in press dispatches, that the 
presentation of the credentials was merely a 
coincident and not antagonistic to the Amer- 
ican point, was not commented upon by om - 
cials tonight. 


AROUSES IRE OF GERMANY. 

Mexico City, Oct. 20.—The holding of forty- 
three Germans at Torreon by Gen. Francisco 
Villa as hostages against an attack by fed- 
eral forces has aroused the German govern- 
ment to make strong deinands upon the Mexi- 
can foreign offices to insure their safety. 

Gen. Villa permitted the Americans to de- 
part from Torreon, but held the Germans, 
about the same number of French residents, 
ten or twelve Britishers, and several Span- 
fards, declaring that his purpose was to use 
them as a foll to deter the federals from at- 
tacking the city. 

He also let it be known, according to ad- 
vices received here, that they would be sacri- 
ficed unless the effort to retake Torreon was 
abandoned. 

What action the foreign office proposes to 
take has not yet been determined.

NO LIMIT ON TOUR. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 20—America’s 
doors were opened today to Mrs. Dmmeline 
Pankhurst and during the few weeks cov- 
ered by her lecture engagements the British 
militant suffragist leader is free to go where 
she will in the United States. 

An order releasing her from detention at 
Ells island, New York, and revoking the 
deportation order of the special inquiry 
board was issued today after President Wil- 
gon had conferred with Secretary Wilson of 
the department of labor and a formal hear- 
ing before Immigration Commissioner Cami- 
netti on Mrs. Pankhurst's appeal had been 
concluded. 

Secretary Wilson announced he and the 
president had agreed that Mrs. Pankhurst 
should be admitted on her own recogniz- 
ance,” with the understanding that she 
should depart when she had fulfilled her 
lecture engagements. They agreed there 
was an element of doubt as to whether the 
acts for which Mrs. Pankhurst had been con- 
victed in England constituted moral turpi- 
tude or were political in character. 


Statement by Cominetti. 

Commissioner Caminetti tonight issued a 
formal statement outlining the reasons for 
his decision in the case. 

“There is nothing in the record or before 
me, said the statement, to indicate that 
the British government desires that Mrs, 
Pankhurst shall be returned to England, 
and the evidence of record indicates that 
while she was placed under a sentence of 
three years’ penal servitude, she has served 
only a small part of the sentence, and ap- 
parently no effort has been made to compel 
her to serve the balance; but as a matter 
of fact, marked leniency has been shown 
towards the applicant by the English au- 


temporary asylum when, by so doing, less 
consideration would be shown Mrs. Pank- 
hurst than England has displayed? 

“Upon carefully considering the entire 
record and all of the circumstances of the 
case, I conclude that the best disposition to 
make of the matter will be to accept thé 
assurances of all parties concerned and ad- 
mit Mrs. Pankhurst on her own recogniz- 
ance to depart from the country at the termi- 
nation of her engagements, and so recom- 
mend.”

TESTIFY EATON 
DIED BY POISON 


Medical Experts Declare Large 
Amount of Arsenic Was 
Found in Body. 


WIDOW WISHED DEATH? 


Witness Says She Often Ex- 
pressed Desire Rear Admiral 
Were Out of Way. 


Plymouth, Mass., Oct. 20.—Rear Admiral 
Joseph G. Eaton died from poison, at least 
one dose of which was administered within 
six or eight hours of his death, during which 
time, testimony showed, he was unconscious. 

This, the statement of medical experts, was 
the principal evidence introduced by the gov- 
ernment in its efforts to support ita charge 
thet the rear admiral came to his death at the 
hands of his widow, Mrs. Jennie May Baton, 
now on trial for her life. 


Former Friend Accuses Widow. 

That Mrs. Eaton bad many times said that 
sie wished that her husband was dead was 
the statement made on the witness stand 
today by Henry M. Cates of Rockland, who 
knew the family in 1910. 

Testimony as to the finding of poison in the 
reer admiral’s body and indications as to the 
time and manner of its administration was 
given by Prof. W. F. Whitney and Prof. Wii- 
liam Balch, both of the Harvard medical 
school. These experts, retained by the gov- 
ernment, had analyzed the contents of the 
organ removed from the body. Sixteen 
grains of pure white arsenic was found and 
a greater amount was probably thrown off 
before death, according to the testimony. 


May Have Been Self-Given. 

Both professors admitted under cross x- 
amination that the presence ot a large quan- 
tity of arsenic has been accepted by experts 
as an indication that the poison was self- 
administered. 

District Attorney Albert Barker in redirect 
examination brought out testimony to show 
that the poison might equally well have been 
administered by some other person. Itis the 
contention of the government that poison 
was given the rear admiral in tea and other 
beverages by his widow. 

The defense failed today to secure any con- 
firmation of their contention that the admiral 
used intoxicants freely and then resorted to 
drugs to overcome the after effects. 


NEW YORK AND BOSTON GET 


SAME FREIGHT RATES WEST. 


Interstate Commerce Commission Fixes 
Schedules on Imports Westbound for 
Two Years—Ends Long Fight. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—The interstate 
commerce commission today ordered that for 
two years the railroad rates on imports west 
bound from New York and Boston shall be 
the same.

Otter Documents of Police. 

The,evidence was in the form of documents 
produced from the police department. These 
showed that Landau and Ettinger were com- 
mon names and that on several occasions 
Austrian and Russian subjects with thes- 
names crossed the frontier in 1910 and 1911. 
These persons, it was shown, included Israel 
Landau, who crossed the frontier in October, 
1010, and recrossed on March 28, 1911, a few 
days after the discovery of the murder. 

According to the police, Israel Landau 
was in Kieff on March 24. 

A son of Landau had testified that his 
father died in 1000 at Kleff and was buried in 
the Jewish cemetery. He also swore that he 
did not know of any Israel Landau or any 
other Landaus outside his family. 

The court admitted the documents, but on 
the of the defense ordered the prose- 
cution to produce details regarding Israel 
Landau by Wedmesday, otherwise the de- 
tense would be authorised to obtain the par- 
ticulars from the police.

MR. WALLACE’S REPORT. 

The report and recommendations of the 
distinguished engineer whom the council 
committee employed to consider the problems 
involved in the proposed Pennsylvania ter 
minal and other plans provide material for 
thorough consideration. Mr. Wallace evi- 
dently has studied our diMicult and compli- 
cated situation in the right epirk and ex 
presses himself with moderation end from 
the point of view of the common good. As 
he says in the report, “ the essential need 
of the city at this time is that a breadth 
of view in the treatment of its transporta- 
tion problem may prevail, to insure an op 
portunity for adequate development of all 
the interests concerned.” 

Perhaps the first and most salient im- 
pression.which Mr. Wallace’s report gives 
is his conviction that a paramount consid- 
eration for Chicago is the opening up of 
streets. His warning might be put in 6 
phrase: 

No Chinese wall for Chicago. ee 

On this consideration he asserts that the 
Twelfth street union terminal would throw 
as serious an obstruction across the path 
of southward growth as the west side ter- 
minal might throw across that of the west» 
ward growth. 

Fuauvoring the Pennsylvania plan with 
some important modification, which Tn 
Trrisune will discuss later, Mr. Wallace 
develops his ideas of opening up and widen- 
ing thoroughfares in harmony with the city 
plan, including the break of the long block 
between Harrison and Van Buren and the 
opening.of Monroe street. He favors the 
gradual union of south side lines at the 
lilinois Central terminal, thus opening up 
the south streets from Michigan avenue to 
the river. 

On the union station proposal Mr. Wal- 
lace is frankly opposed both from the stand- 
point of public convenience and railroad 
profit and efficiency. He also points out 
how union projects involve years of nego- 
tiation and litigation where some of the 
necessary constituents hold out. This as- 
pect of the problem must be kept in mind. 
Mr. Wallace’s proposal for the depress- 
ing of freight tracks will have the healthy. 
support of public opinion and, though it may 
involve some added expense to the rail- 
roads, may be fairly insisted upon as a 
necessary public benefit. 

In discussing the heavy congestion of 
freight traffic in our streets, Mr. Wallace 
urges the outer freight clearing house idea 
to save the wasteful and obstructive carry- 
ipped- 
out freight, to use his phrase. ; 
Aside from its specific recommendations 
and suggestions, which will be taken up 
in detail, Mr. Wallace’s report presents a 
wide survey of the situation and outlines 
general factors of policy which the coun 
cil should study and keep in mind for fu- 
ture reference. 

The committee meanwhile should not for 
get that another valuable and authoritative 
report will be presented to them in about 
a fortnight, that of Mr. Bion J. Arnold, and 
no final judgments should be allowed to crys- 


tallise until that report also is read and 


digested. :

Kossuth popularized the feathered hat in 
1851. There was patriotic enthusiasm when 
he visited New York; “ the colors of Hun-

DANGER OF LEPROSY. 

R. E. L. Mc WEN analyzed the ref- 
erences to leprosy in the Bible and 
profane literature on the subject of 
leprosy in biblical times. ‘The con- 
clusion to which he came was 

that the term leprosy in biblical times stood 
for many different skin diseases. Some of 
them were highly contagious. It may have 
been that leprosy proper in that day 5 
extremely catching and also deadly, but Dr. 
McEwen could not find evidence of it.

However, if leprosy was highly contagious 

two thousand years ago it is not so now. 

Dr. McQoy, director of the leprosy lnvestiga- 

tion station in Hawaii, got the history of ev- 

erybody connected with the leper colony, 

or who had been connected with it for many 

rs back. \ 

Hawalian law permits well people 
to accompany lepers when they go to the 
colony and to remain with them as long as 
they wish and then return to society, pro- 
vided a careful examination shows no lep- 
rosy 


~~ 

There are several hundred people who 
have lived in the colony for months and 
some of them for years and then gone back to 
society whose histories were carefully in- 
vestigated. Some are living with lepers as 
husband or wife; others live in the same 
rooms with lepers; other eat at the table 
with them. The contact is of the closest 
character, and this intimate contact is kept 
up for years. 

The results? One person in twenty-five 
developed the disease. Then the chance 
that a person living in a leper colony will 
escape infection is about twenty-four to one. 


~~ 

There are a moderate number of lepers in 
the United States. I presume there are 
one or two in Chicago now. Possibly one 
is walking down State street now. 

There is practically no danger that the 
people who incidentally meet lepers on the 
street, in the stores, in restaurants, or on the 
cars will contract the disease. 

There is about one chance in twenty-five 
for the people living in the same house with 
a leper to contract the disease. 

This degree of danger is great enough to 
make it advisable to care for lepers in leper 
colonies, but it is not great enough to war- 
rant the average man on the street to have 
any fear of lepers or leprosy, confined or at 


Leprosy is a disappearing disease. That 
which has made it a disappearing disease is 
the policy of caring for lepers in colonies.

The Germans and the Czechs of Bokenila, 
who represent respectively 45 and 55 per cent 
of the entire population, are so terribly em- 
bittered against one another as to have ren- 
dered autonomous government and provin- 
cial legislation impossible. Bohemia is at the 
present moment administered directly in the 
name of the crown by an imperial commis- 
sioner. 

The Germans of Bohemia have always ac 
cused the Viennese government of unduly fa- 
voring the Czech element at their expense, 
and have clamored so loudly about their al- 
leged wrongs ae to have excited a pro- 
nounced sentiment and even agitation in 
Germany in their behalf. 

Moreover, they have repeatedly, from plat- 
form and in print, expressed their yearning 
for the day when they should be emancipated 
from Hapsburg rule and be incorporated as 
part and parcel of the German empire, for 
which they express a decided preference. 

A visit of the kaiser to Prague under the 
circumstances would lead to scene’ of a na- 
ture to give great offense to the Austrian 
government and peoplé, and could not but 
affect unpleasantly his relations with the 
court of Vienne. ‘ 

As the matter stands he ot go to 
Prague because his welcome there by the 
Germans would be too friendly, and he can- 
not go to Paris because of the fear that his 
reception, at any rate on the part of the 
populace, would be too hostile.

Willing to Accept Certain 
Amendments to Speed 
Passage of Measure. 


IN SENATE NEXT MONTH? 


Led to Believe It Will Become 
Law at This Session of Con- 
gress; Mann Holds Key. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—With President 
Wilson willing to accept substantial amend- 
ments to the administration currency bill in 
the hope of securing speedy aciion oh the 
measure in the senate committee, supporters 
of the administration today grew optpimistic 
over the chances for the passage of the meas- 
ure béfore the end of the extra session of con- 
grees 

The president himself in a letter to Major- 
ity Leader, Underwood announced his willing- 
ness to consider a proposal fora recess of the 
house, because, he said, conferences with 


members of the senate committee led him to 


— 


del! lieve the bill would be reported to the sen- 
ate the first week in November and passed 
during the present session. 


Proposed Amendments in Sight. 

A reduction in the number of reserve banks, 
fixed by the administration bill at twelve, and 
the removal of the secretary of agriculture 
and the controller of the currency from the 
federal reserve board which would control 
the new currency system were the amend- 
ments which the president let it be known he 
would not oppose. 

The proposed amendments would retain the 
federal reserve board as a strictly govern- 
mental institution, but would provide that it 
would be composed of seven members, siz to 
be appointed by the president and to devote 
their entire time to the work of the board and 
the seventh to be the secretary of the treas- 
ury. 

The committee has not yet taken up the 
question of reducing the number of reserve 
banks, but suggestions have been made put- 
ting the number all the way from three to ten. 

Benator Weeks (Rep.) has a proposal that 
the number be reduced to one, a single federal 
bank to be controlled absolutely by the gov- 
ernment. . 


Take Up Recess Proposal. 

The proposal for a recess of the house was 
taken up at the White House and at the capi- 
tol today and negotiations continued without 
any definite conclusion. President Wilson's 
letter to Mr. Underwood, made public at the 


White House, said the president was confi- 


dent the currency bill would be reported in the 
senate during the first week of November and 
would be passed within three weeks there- 
after. 

Later Mr. Underwood sought Minority 
Leader Mann and urged him to consent to the 
passage of a joint resolution for a recess of 


the house until Nov. 15. 


Mr. Mann, who has insisted that congress 
should adjourn because of his belief that the 
currency bill could not be enacted at the 
extra. session, postponed decision on the re- 
quest until tomorrow.

Lapse of Chines : 
Deplored by Nance. 


HICAGO was described as being in a bad 

way by Dr. Willis O. Nance, who spoke 

to the Woman's City club in the City 

Club building yesterday. Dr. Nance, 

who is chairman of the city council 

committee on health and chairman of the city 

waste commission, mentioned the following as 

a few of the things Chicago could do without: 
Clayhole garbage disposal. 


Bad housing and the vice and disease that result. 
Cobblestone pavemenis. 


Dry cleaning and the present system of cleaning 
streets by sprinkling. 

Dust and smoke. 

Insanttary police stations. 

Bad lighting. 

Blush for shame was the commonest ex- 
pression used by Dr. Nance in his talk. 

— 

“Chicago has dropped from the healthiest 
large city to fourth place in the list, said Dr. 
Nance. “ This decline is due in a large degree 
to bad sanitation and housing. Bad housing 
has a distinct bearing on vice, much more so 
than the low wage to women and girls. 

“The condition of some of our downtown 
streets would be a disgrace to Kankakee. 
Cobblestone pavements are the mest insani- 
tary known to civilization, but our system of 
sweeping them adds to the insanitary condi- 
tions. We are deadly behind in the cleaning 
of our streets. They ought to be scrubbed as 
well as flushed. The commercial loss from 
dust is millions annually. 

a 

“Chicago places its innocent and guilty who 
are arrested in dens or cages unfit for beasts. 
One-half of the police stations are unfit for 
occupancy. We need a harbor, We need an 
extended lake shore development, better pave- 
ments, cleaner streets, better lighting and ven- 
tilation, and many more comfort stations.” 

Dr. Nance mentioned a number of plans pro- 
posed to the city waste commission in the way 
of garbage disposal. They inolude the follow- 
ing schemes: 

— disposal plants, one for each side ot the 
city. 

One large plant outside the city limits and far 
from all residences. 

A number of small community garbage plants 

to take care of small sections of the city, 

The burning by residents of their own garbage. 
Sewer pipe transportatioA, with connection in 
every home, to a disposal plant outside of the city. 

“Few people are satisfied with the old sys- 
tem,” said Dr. Nance. “It was unsatisfactory, 
insanitary, and expensive.”

Chapped Hands Lotion. 

A few years ago I visited some friends, 
spending the week end with them. It was 
during the cold, raw days of October, and as 
we were preparing for the night I got out my 
“chap medicine,” and of course all the giris 
in the family wanted to try it, and when they 
found that it dried on the hands and face in a 


linen, they wanted to know where it could 
be bought. I said I supposed something of the 
sort was sold in drug stores, but this I made 
myself and knew absolutely what was in it 
and that there was nothing harmful in the 
mixture. They then asked if I would not 
make up a new lot and put it into small bot- 
tles and sell them each 25 cents’ worth. Well, 
I did it that fall and soon found that I had to 
make more, as they were telling their friends 
of its qualities. Since then I have made lots 
more each fall than I needed for myself, and 
I know that any woman who has the time to 
spare for it could make and sell it all the year 
around. It is called “face cream” and the 
following is the formula: Three qunces alco- 
hol, two ounces glycerin, four of cologne, two 
of violet water, one of tincture of benzoin, 
one-eighth ounce gum tragacanth, one-half 
pint boiled soft.water. Dissolve the gum in 
the hot water and add the other liquids, Shake 
well before using each time. The materials 
for this amount cost 35 cents and make a 
quantity that will fill five bottles that can be 
sold for 26 cents.

the Studebaker Miss Lina Abarbanell is 
with us again, chirping from a trem- 
bling | spray known as “The Red Ca- 
nary "—a pretty good show, by the way, 
composed by a talented trio of expatriates, Mr, 
Orlob and the Messrs.‘ Johnstone, Nvidently 
of alien origin, the piece is a bit of fantastic 
sentimentality, dressed beautifully by a new 
producing firm, the Mackay Production com- 
pany, and with a score full cf mellow music 
and some effective fooling. Early in ite prog- 
ress a brash young man named T. Roy Barnes 
inserts himself in the rather effeminate story, 
and thereafter provides a lot of brittle fun. 
He is a reminiscence, not unworthy, of the 
late Peter F. Dailey—equipped with an assort. 
ment of pert rejoinders which he delivers dex- 
terously in the familiar Dailey monotone. 
Flip in a pleasant manner, he contrives his 
impudences so that they do not offend, and 
being well dressed and g00d looking in a 
teethy, chinny sort of way, he proves himself 
a better friend of the libretto than the libret - 
tists themselves.

“The Red Canary” allows Miss Abarbanell the 
full, traditional perquisites of the prima donna 
and is thus a suitable environment for her 
appealingly respectable personality. The chorus 
men are always adoring her, chasing her about, 
and so, for that matter, are all the others in 
the play.

er, and she, in return, is cute and helpless and 
fluttery and worried and pathetic.- When the 
tenor, Mr. David Breese, gets encored for his 
good singing, Miss Abarbanell comes out and 
dances, and no one seems to mind, much. She 
is an American buyer in Paris and is being 
urged by one of her tenor countrymen to marry 
him. When the play reaches the second act 
café stage, he sees her there and says, What, 
Jane; you here?” and she drops a wine glass.

Quince Jelly; Seckel Pear. 


OMB very fine quinces have come into 

the market this year, but at the very 

top prices—never more expensive. Some 

of those marked ‘choice have been 

gnarled and corky,/but if one can get 
these at a reasonable price they make a good 
jelly, and quince jelly is the finest and most 
delicate of any we have—smooth and excellent, 
and of the most fascinating color. 

QUINCE JELLY—Make from whole quinces 
or from parings only. Use parings and im- 
perfect parts of fruit not suitable for pre- 
serving, and cut them up fine. To every two 
quarts of fruit and parings add one quart of 
cold water; put on the fire and cook gently for 
two hours. Strain and measure the juice and 
use measure for measure of sugar. Stir in the 
sugar until it dissolves before placing it on 
the fire. Boil up and skim and keep at sim- 
mering point, not allowing it ever to boil up 
on the sides of the kettle, with the chance of 
its crystallizing. Ten, or at the most fifteen, 
minutes is all the time needed to cook the 
jelly, unless in large quantity, when it should 
be divided and cooked in two or more kettles.

There has been a great deal of dirty sugar 
this year, and one of the ways to be sure that 
a large part of the undissolvable dirt is not 
cooked into the jelly is to add the sugar to the 
fruit juice and let stand over night. The black 
dirt will all settle and the juice can be drajned 
off. and the last part strained through a fine

cloth. In making preserves add the water to 
the sugar and stir to help it dissolve, then 
drain off from the settled dirt after it has had 
time to settle.

In preserving pears and peaches they can be 
put directly into a prepared sirup, but quinces 
must be cooked first. The business of mak- 
ing quince preserves of the near perfect sort 
is one requiring great care and attention. If 
the quince is cooked too much it is red in- 
stead of a fine salmon shade; if put into a sirup 
before cooked until tender it is likely to shrivel 
like leather before being cooked through. Not 
all quinces would do so, for there is a consider- 
able difference in the quality of different sorts. 

To extend the quince flavor sweet apples are 
preserved with the quinces, which must be 
cooked more than the apples. The pound 
sweets are good for preserving. Sour apples 
are used with quinces if the quince flavor is to 
be extended in a jelly. 

PRESERVED QUINCE — Four quarts of 
quinces, pared, cored, and quartered; two quarts 
of sugar, one quart of water. Boil the fruit 
in water to cover until it is tender, then skim 
out fruit and drain. Use the water in which 
fruit is cooked either for making the sirup, or 
in which to cook gnarled fruit, parings, and 
cores for jelly. Put the two quarts of sugar 
and one quart of water together in a pre- 
serving kettle, and stir until the sugar is dis- 
solved; then heat slowly to boiling point. 

If the sugar is not very clean let stand until 
any dirt settles. Boil and skim for twenty

Pour one-half the sirup {nto a second 

kettlé and put one-half the drained and cooked 

fruit in the other. Simmer gently for half an 

hour, then put in thoroughly sterilized cans,

Whether to can or preserve the Seckel pear 
may always be a question, but there is no 
doubt that the Seckel pear—a strictly American 
fruit, so named because first grown by a Mr. 
Seckel of Philadelphia—made up in preserves 
ig one of the most delectable sweets of the 


whole collection in our storerooms. 

Seckel pears may be canned in the same 
manner as peaches, and they are very hand- 
some and white, and shrink less conserved in 
this way, but it is rather difficult to pack them 
in small jars so that they will not rise rather 
more than is desirable, after being cooked in 
the water bath, as they should always be put 
up whole. If they, or the peaches, are not 
carefully packed they require almost or quite 
as much sirup to fill in the spaces as for pre- 
serving, so nothing is gained in that way. 

It is not very gratifying to see a can with 
one-quarter clear sirup in the bottom, with its 
heavy layer of frajt on top, but both pears and 
peaches will rise this way if not very carefully 
packed in the cans. Another thing that will 
happen is that the top layer will be black if 
the can is not running over full, so ifthere is 
not enough sirup made for the last jar, add 
hot water to fill. Preserve pears by preparing 
sirup as for quince preserve, cool, drop pears, 
after they have been washed and peeled, into 
it, cook until tender and can hot.

However, Mr. Wallace appears to oppose 
anything resembling the use of authority. 
In speaking of the possibilities of getting 
the roads to move back to Twelfth street in 
the illinois Central station he says the roads 
“have vested interests in their present hold- 
ings, and cannot be forced without their 
consent to remove or rebuild their present 
terminals, and only their inability to take 
care of their expanding business or an op- 
portunity to increase their revenue or reduce 
their operating expenses would probably in- 
duce them to abandon their present loca- 
tions.”’ 

Presumably this same reasoning applies to

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CITY CLUB AIDS 
AQUARIUM PLAN 


Committee Will Study Sub- 
ject, Make Report and 
Recommendations. 


MUSEUM TO HELP. 


FIELD 


The City club te about to lend its aid in 
the establishment of a publicaquarium. The 
committee on libraries and museums will be 
called together within a few days to make a 
study of the subject and prepare a report. 

John Barton Payne, president of the south 
park commissioners, said that the ‘board 
eagerly will give the site for a building and 
that in all probability the trustees of the 
Field. museum would do much toward its 
maintenance. Practically the only problem 
to de solved is that of building the plant. 

“Iam going to call the museum committee 
in a few days, said Henry Legler, chairman 
of the City club committee. The reason it 
has not been taken up already is that the 
committee members have been out of town. 
Of course, I can’t foretell the report. To my 
mind it is a great need.” 

Former Judge Payne praised Tums Trisunn 
for its agitation. 

It is fine work.“ he said. “An aquartum 
in connection with the Field museum is high- 
ly desirable. Ithink the trustees of the Field 
museum will favor it strongly.” 


Stanley Field Enthusiastic, 

“I have been talking aquarium for five 
years,” said Stanley Field, president of the 
Field museum. “It is one of the greatest 
things of its kind the city could have. Ite 
educationa! value will be enormous. 

The museum authorities would be glad 
to take over the management of such an in- 
stitution after its erection. We will be glad to 
build it if the funds are provided. We could 
not pay the entire expenses of maintenance. 
But if the aquarium were put in the hands of 
the curator of the zological department he 
could run it right.” 

Mr. Field pointed out that the expenses of 
maintenance would be cut materially by the 
amalgamation of the “ fish pond with the 
other departments of the museum. 


Pay Roll Big Part of Cost. 

Statistics available from the Battery Park 
aquarium in New York, which specialises in 
Atlantic water animals, show the pay roll 
to be the largest of the maintenance. Much 
of this is for the salaries of experts, which 
the Field museum would provide. More than 
$30,000 of the §45,000 expense in 1910 was 
charged against the pay roll. 

“It remains for Chicago,“ Mr. Field said. 
“to maintain the best aquarium of fresh 
water fish. San Francisco plans to establish 
one for Pacific fish. The institution at Bat- 
tery Park has a wonderful collection of At- 
lantic fish. We could keep fish from the 
great lakes and the rivers. 

“Dr. Frederick J. V. Skiff, curator, has 
been asking for one ‘or years. Of course, all 
the educators want such a place. You know 
that the New York aquarium attracts a 
larger crowd than any other museum in the 
world.” 

No Legal Entanglements. 

No legal entanglements need be feared in 
the erection of the building, according to 
Robert McMurdy, president of the State Bar 
association and a judge in the State Court of 
Claims. 

“ The foundation is all here,“ he said. “ The 
atatutes provide absolutely for just such an 
institution. The aquarium could charge ad 
miasion of not more than 25 cents for four 
days each week. All school children and 
students would be admitted free at all times. 
I want to see an aquarium in Chicago, and 
I will do everything I can to help.”

LORIMER’S NAME CHIEF OBSTACLE 


Jury dodging had a fleld day yesterday be- 
fore Judge Pam in the Criminalcourt. With 
eight jurors of the twelve necessary to try 
Attorney Daniel Donahoe and Private Detec- 
tive Isaac Stiefel on charges of conspiracy to 
defame Clarence 8. Funk already sworn and 
accepted, fifteen were excused. Three of 
these were on peremptory challenges by the 
defendants; the remainder were excused for 
cause, usually for opinions so strong thai 
even evidence of a contrary nature could not 
efface them, so the mentally agile jurors 
averred. 

Five and one-half days have been consumed 
in the selection of a jury and seventy-five of 
the regular and special venires have }been 
examined. The situation precisely is the 
same as on Saturday night, except that one 
juror, David E Ward of 6548 Dorchester ave- 
nue, still is in the box, but is unaccepted by 
the defense. 


Court’s Efforts in Vain. 

As juror afier juror confessed to ineradica- 
ble opinions Judge Pam began to take a hand 
in the taterrogations, but in vain. Some- 
times the court convinced the venireman a 
slight opinion did not disqualify him from 
service if he felt he could put that opinion 
aside for the consideration of law and evi- 
dence. In such cases the attorneys for the 
defense were hard to convines. Many of these 
opinionated jurors were above the average in 
apparent intelligence, education, and stand- 
ing. 

The court wrestled with the problem for six 
hours, an unusually long day, and then sum- 
moned the lawyers before the bench. 

„Gentlemen, we must make better progress 
toward getting a jury in this case, he said. 
„We had eight men on Saturday and are in 
the same position tonight.” 

„We have tried to assist in getting a jury, 
your honor,” sald Harry L. Simonten of 
counsel for Donahoe. 

“TI know you have,” responded Judge Pam, 
but you also have helped to create opinions, 
though, perhaps, you hada right to do so.” 


Defense Challenges Near End. 

The defendants nearly have exhausted 
their peremptory challenges. Donahoe has 
two and Stiefel three left, while the state has 
twelve. Because of this it was regarded 
fortunate for the defense that twelve out of 
fifteen jurors excused possessed and devei- 
oped well defined opinions as to their guilt or 
innocence. 

William Lorimer was the principal stumb- 
ling block. Many jurors knew nothing of 
him except through the newspapers, but felt 
certain mention of him in the case would 
tend to enhance their opinions. One personal 
friend of the Republican boss, Albert C. 
Bendien of 620 South Forty-first court, felt 
certain he could not pass fairly on the case 
if Lorimer was injected. 


Juror Reported to Meagher. 

The most novel proposition advanced dur- 
ing the successful onslaught of jury dodgers 
was that of George L. Manafield of 1127 Watt 
avenue, a mechanical engineer in the employ 
of the Alton railway. He reluctantly sai 
it was a rule of the office that any employé 
drawn for jury service at once should report 
that fact to the general counsel, James F.

Several suggestions made by com- 
mittees of bankers from Chicago and New 
York have been adopted. 


Owner Must Identify Self. 

In order to obtain the exemption provided 
by law it will be necessary for the bond- 
holder to identify himself to the corporation 
paying the tax. When he deposits his coupons 
in the bank the bond holder will attach form 
slip saying he is the owner of the bonds. If 
his whole income is sufficient to be taxable, 
the bank will credit him with the amount 
of the coupons legs the tax. 

When these coupone reach the corporation 
or its fiscal agent, the difference between the 
amount paid the bondholder and the face 
vatue of the coupons will be turned over to the 
government. If no statement accompanies 
the coupons the bank will deduct the tax. 

If the bondholder has an income under the 
exemption limit of $8,000 for unmarried or 
$1,000 for married persons, he will state on 
the slip he attaches to the coupons that he is 
nontaxable. Then the bank will credit him 
with the full amount of the coupons. When 
the coupons reach the corporation or its fiscal 
agent the amount paid to the bondholder will 
be reported to the government as exempt_ 
from taxation.

Mrs. Mila Flagg Young, superintendent of 
the public schools, announced some time ago 
that a series of lectures on sex hygiene would 
be given in the public school rooms for the 
benefit of the fathers and mothers of Chi- 
cago.

other exemptions. The truth of his state- 
ment as to the withholding of the tax on his 
coupons then can be verified by the govern- 
ment from the reports of the bond issuing 
corporations. 

But if the taxable bondholder does not 
identify himself by means of the signed 
slipe attached te the coupons, his claim of 
exemption on bond tax filed in his personal 
schedule to the government will not be 
allowed for the reason that it will not be 
possible to verify the truth of his statement 
from the reports of the bond issuing corpora- 
tions. So he will be doubly taxed on his bond 
income. 

If the nontaxable bondholder does not 
identify himself by means of the signed slips, 
the bank will be compelled to withhold the 
tax. Of course, some bondholders would 
prefer to allow this deduction of the tax in 
order not to disclose their identity. 

A tenant paying rent of more than $3,000 
or $4,000 a year will withheld and transmit 
to the government the tax thereon unless the 
landlord files with him an affidavit that he 
is exempt. Failure to file such statement 
will require the tenant to deduct the tax. 

If the landlord is a corporation, the tenants 
will not deduct the tax from their rent pay- 
ment, for the corporation will pay its tax 
on this income in paying the corporation tax 
just as it has for the last four years. 


Blow to Steel Corporation. 

Corporations which have guaranteed their 
bonds exempt from tax will be hard hit by the 
law. The United States Steel corporation, 
for example, will be required to pay the tax 
on Andrew Carnegie’s $300,000,000. The in- 
tent of the law in this respect was explained 
today by Representative Hull of Tennessee, 
author of the income tax section. 

“The corporations complain,” Mr. Hull 
said, “because the law does not release 
them from the clause on their bonds guar- 
anteeing the bondholders against this normal 
tax. This is not the fault of the govern- 
ment. The corporations must have sup- 
pused this would make their bonds more at- 
tractive to investors, and they are supposed 
to have received higher prices for their bonds 
by reason of this provision.”

“I was connected with a mail order house 
employing 4,000 girls. More than 2,000 of 
these girls were treated every month. The 
medicine was made in five gallon lots. One- 
fourth of them had headache caused by eye 
strain; others had hysteria from nerve strain; 
others had pains in the back fram too much 
stress in Chicago life.” ; 

“Girls may be divided into three classes 
as to future motherhood,” Dr. Hedger con- 
tinued. 

“To the first class belong the girls who 
are so fine that nothing hurts them. These 
girls may go through college without harm. 
If of necessity they enter the economic mill 
to earn their own living they come out with- 
out physical injury. They marry at about 
80 years of age and have children. But 
few girls belong to this class. 


“Some Girls Should Not Marry.” 

“The second class of girls ought never to 
marry. They were never intended to repro- 
duce their kind and become a factor in the 
race. They should be educated to work. They 
have inherited nervous troubles or perhaps 
aretubercular. Reproduction would possibly 
cost them their life. 

“To the third class belong the great army 
of women who have one of two weaknesses, 
but who are not unfit to take their places in 
the scheme of life. They should think of mar- 
riage and learn of the divinity of mother 
hood. 


France is greatly worried over the low 
birth rate, but the birth rate among native 
American mothers is just as low as in France. 
It is the foreign women who make the birth 
rate in this country. The American mothers 
are unable to nurse their children for the 
necessary nine months. This is the cause of 
all the infant mortality we hear so much 
about. 


Cites Neglect of Girls. 

“There are two causes for the Inefficiency 
of Chicago girls for motherhood. These 
may be traced to the schoo! and the home. 
In neither place have the giris been com 
served. People have been so carried away 
with the economic necessity in the last fifty 
years that ea girl has never been considered 
as a race factor. She has been judged as 
an earning power, but not aga future mother. 
The question now is to have giris capabie 
of earning money and to be mothers. 

“In school girls of 14 are pale from citmb- 
ing twenty-four flights of stairs in the pur- 
suit of algebra or something else. Girls 
of thet age must be in school every day 
or else the truant officer will call for them. 
Little attention 10 paid to the stress put on 
the girl at periods when she should be con- 
sidered a race factor.

His weakness 
m 1912 was going after curve balls and by turn- 
ing around so the curve ball always would be com- 
ing toward him instead of going away from him he 
overcame his weakness and raised his batting 
mark nearly fifty points.

Fifteen Acres Added.

Members of the Evanston Golf club who
